The "Irregularity."
The sum of Dr. Wiley's offending,

to the charges, is that he en-
gaged Dr. Rusby at a. salary of J1.CO0 a
year, but this, however, was to be paid
at the rate of $50 a day for court work
ana $Z0 a day for laboratory work. Dr.
Rusby was needed only occasionally and
the dally wage was in effect only until
the $t.600 salary might be approximated.
On the other hand, the law says that
expert services must not be paid for ata rate above $11 per day, hence Dr.
Wiley's piesent predicament and the
opinion of the Attorney General that the
"Irregularity" merits the punishment
that Dr. Wiley should resign and that
Dr. L. P. Kebler, chjef of the drug lab-
oratory, should be reduced.

"A 'strange state of affairs," said
Chairman Beall, of the House Commit-
tee now Investigating the Department of
Justice. "Our committee discovered yes-
terday, when the charges against Dr.

. Wiley became public, that the Attorney
General has by no means restricted
himself in hiring expert assistants. The
committee has In Its possession vouch-
ers showing where Mr. Kellogg was
paid lump sums for "additional com-
pensation." We also find that special
assistant McReynoIds was allowed $10per diem for expenses not to be ac-
counted for and over and above his
railroad fare, telegramsand sleeper ex-
penses.

"Dr Wiley's offense is not to hp. com
pared at all with that of the Attorney
General, who has been so quick to
condemn the pure food expert. DrWiley has stood between the public and
the despollers for years. He merits and
has the public confidence.

Points to Contrast.
"In view of the disclosures concern-

ing the liberties taken by the Attorney
General In dispensing thousands for his
expert advisers, I am unable to see any
comparison whatever between the tech-
nical breach said to haw been com-
mitted by Dr. Wiley and the wholesale
breach Indulged in by the Attorney Gen-
eral In one case the amount Involved
Is not more than $1,600. In the other
It runs into the hundred thousands."

Representattlve Moss, chairman of the
House Committee on Expenditures in
the Department of Agriculture, issued a
call this morning for a meeting of his
committee to take up the Wiley con-
troversy. It is not believed that the
opponents of Dr. Wiley will receive
mu h encouragement at the hands of
the House membership. Congress be
lieves in tne enforcement of the pure
rooa law as mucn as it does in
trust proceedings.

In this connection, it is interesting to
note that there have been more than
2,000 prosecutions under the pure food
law, championed by Dr. Wiley, long
before It went upon the statute books.
Of the cases already decided there have
Deen more man kou convictions in no
case has an offender been sent to jail.

Nominal Fines Imposed.
In a majority of cases the fines have

been nominal. They have ranged from
1 cent to $200, the latter being the limit
for a first offense. More frequently
violators of the pure food have been
sentenced $10, $25, and $50, and In but
one Instance, so far as could be recalled
at the office of the solicitor for the Ag-
ricultural Department today, has an of-
fender received the maximum fine.

These statistics are Interesting for
this reason:

Dr. Wiley's bureau and the solicitor

cC

for the department prepare the cases
for prosecution. The actual prosecu-
tion is conducted by the agents of the
Department of Justice, whose head is
today in the attitude of approving Dr.
Wiley's dismissal. Dr. Wiley has at-
tempted to enforce the law vigorously.
The Department of Justice, as the rec-
ords will show, has obtained only small
fines.

The White House wa3 swamped today
with protests, sent from all parts of the
country, against the apparent conspir-
acy to oust Dr. Wiley. The protests
came from members of all parties, and.
so serious has become the situation, that
the greater portion of the time of the
Cabinet today was devoted to a discus
sion of the Wiley case.

It Is already realized at the White
House that the Wiley Wickersham con-
troversy is fraught with grave dangers
to the Administration. A further com-
plication is the well defined feeling
that George P McCabe, solicitor for
the Agricultural Department, and one
of the committee of personnel, is, and
has been for sometime, at official odds
with the chief of the Bureau of Chem-
istry. The board of personnel, which
recommended the enforced resignation
of Dr Wiley, is composed of Solicitor
McCabe, Assistant Secretary W. M.
Hays, and Chief Clerk C. C. Clark.

Dr. Wiley only smiled today when It
was suggested that Mr. McCabe might
be among those "persons or Interests"
seeking his official downfall

Able to Make Living.
If Dr. Wiley Is dismissed, however, he

will manage to make a living somehow
He received several telegrams today of
fering him remunerative positions.
among them being one from a large
banking concern of New Tork.

President Taft Is not unaware of the
temper of the public.

The President knows that the Depart- -
anti- - I ment of Justice will be put on trial along

with the Bureau of Chemistry, and he Is
afraid the people will take sides with
Dr. Wiley In the contest that Is certain
to come.

If Dr Wllev Is sompelled to resign
and the Attorney General Is saved from
an official snub, the situation will bo
even mor' serious for the Taft future.
The people, the President knows, are
with Wiley. The folks who eat, and
practically everybody does, have come
to look upon tho chlet chemist as their
friend and protector. They have watch-
ed the long and persistent fight of the
drug and impure food Interests to throw
the doctor out of the department and
have backed un the Bureau of Chemistry
with their moral support in the chiefs
fight.

Issue Clearly Drawn.
Instead, the papers all went to the

Attorney General, who not only gave
an opinion as to the violation of the
law involved, but went out of his way
to recommend the virtual dismissal of
Dr. Wiley. By this action the issue
was clearly drawn between the chief
chemist and the Attorney General. Oth-

erwise Mr. Wickersham would not have
been pulled Into the controversy.

The explanation of the whole sad situ-
ation, that is "sad" from the Adminis-
tration point of view, is that nobody di-

rectly associated with the President ex-

pected that any publicity would be given
the matter. On the other hand, it might
have been kept strictly confidential and
the country would not have known the
process by. which the chief chemist was
ousted from office.

The timely publication of the whole
official correspondence, however, devel-
oped the details of the plan to unhorse
the chief chemist and thereby placed
Mr. Taft In a pobitlon of having to pro-

ceed publicly to throw down his Attor-
ney General or else force the resignation
of Dr. Wiley.

Unlikely.
A compromise now seems Impossible.

The President has either got to agree
with Mr. Wickersham that Dr. Wiley Is
guilty of a grave offense, and fire him,
or disagree with the Attorney General
and the personnel board, and keep the
doctor In the department.

In the meantime the President Is
awaiting Dr. Wlleys defense. He will
take no steps. It is announced, until he
gets this reply, and meanwhile the
House begins Its investigation.

As representing the general Indigna-
tion among Democratic members over
the plan to oust Wiley, Representative
Sulzer today said:

"Dr. Wiley Is one of the few cham-
pions the people have had. He Is the
most valuable man in the Government
service- - I do not think the Administra-
tion will make the mistake of dispens-
ing with his services. He has done
monumental work for tho Government
and Its people in protecting them from
the food adulterators, patent medicine
concerns, and canned food manufac-
turers. The people have a champion In
Dr. Wiley. He has kept them from

g the prey of these combinations.
"I will give Dr. Wiley all the support

I have. He may have made mistakes,
but they have been mistakes of the
heart and not of the head."

Joseph T. Lynch, a former stenog-
rapher, had brought the charges, alleg-
ing that Chief Chemist Bernard H.
Smith had used Government property
for private purposes. None of the of-

ficials concerned would Indicate in what
manner the present investigation Is ex-

pected to affect the charges against
